INTRODUCTION 


Final results of the 1971 Census of Canada are presented in this report to 
show population totals by sex for census divisions and subdivisions. Four regional 
reports (92-704, Atlantic Provinces; 92-705, Quebec; 92-706, Ontario; 92-707, 
Western Provinces and the Territories) are being published to provide this detailed 
breakdown of population for the entire country. 


The general term “census divisions” includes a variety of titles such as the 
administrative units of the provinces of Prince Edward Island, Nova Scotia, New 
Brunswick, Quebec and Ontario called “counties”; British Columbia’s regional 
districts; Ontario’s regional municipalities, territorial districts, district municipality 
and metropolitan municipality; and finally the use of the title “census division” 
itself, created by Statistics Canada in collaboration with the provincial governments 
of Newfoundland, Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta, since these provinces do 
not possess administrative units comparable to the counties of other provinces. The 
few regional and district municipalities in Ontario were created by the Ontario 
government beginning in 1969, while legislation forming the 29 new regional 
districts in British Columbia replacing the former 10 census divisions was completed 
in 1968. Thus these new “census divisions” appear for the first time in a published 
report of the Census of Canada. 


Census subdivisions also include a variety of titles which are given to 
municipalities depending upon their status, and the province in which they are 
located. Terms such as city, town or village are common to all provinces and 
territories, although the criteria necessary for their creation differ among the 
provinces, Parish, borough, rural municipality, township, improvement district, 
municipal district, local improvement district, local government district are terms in 
common use in certain provinces. However, “borough” is a new subdivision term to 
be found in census reports. Five were created by legislation in Ontario in 1967, and 
all appear within the Municipality of Metropolitan Toronto. The term “subdi- 
vision” in certain provinces has a more limited meaning to describe a statistical area 
created by Statistics Canada again in collaboration with these provinces. These 
“subdivisions” occur in Newfoundland and British Columbia in the vast territories 
which are not municipally organized. Nova Scotia is a special case, where counties 
contain cities, towns or villages, with the remainder of the territory constituting a 
rural municipality called a “municipal district”. Census “subdivisions” have been 
created within these municipal districts in order to maintain comparability with 
those provinces which have rural municipalities (e.g. townships) or whose 
unorganized areas have been divided into subdivisions. 


Large tracts of municipally unorganized territory exist in every province 
except Prince Edward Island, Nova Scotia and New Brunswick. Where this occurs 
one population total is shown for all the unorganized portions within a given census 
division, if the unorganized part is not further divided into census “subdivisions”. 
The same is true for Indian Reserves (which do not have municipal status), whereby 
one population total appears for all Reserves in a given census division where they 
occur. More geographic detail can be found for the unorganized territories in 
Bulletin 1.1—11, “Unorganized Townships”. 


The following table gives the distribution of census divisions and census 
subdivisions by type for the provinces. 


Ce bulletin présente les chiffres définitifs de population, selon le sexe, pour 
les divisions et les subdivisions de recensement, au recensement du Canada de 1971. 
Cette ventilation détaillée de la population pour l’ensemble du pays remplit quatre 
bulletins (92-704, provinces de PAtlantique; 92-705, Québec; 92-706, Ontario; 
92-707, provinces de l'Ouest et Territoires). 


Le terme générique “division de recensement” recouvre diverses appellations, 
comme les divisions administratives de l’Île-du-Prince-Édouard, de la Nouvelle- 
Écosse, du Nouveau-Brunswick, du Québec et de l'Ontario désignées sous le nom de 
comtés; les districts régionaux de la Colombie-Britannique; les municipalités 
régionales, les districts territoriaux, les municipalités de district et les municipalités 
métropolitaines de l'Ontario, ainsi que les “divisions de recensement”, créées par 
Statistique Canada en consultation avec les gouvernements de Terre-Neuve, du 
Manitoba, de la Saskatchewan et de l’Alberta, provinces qui n’ont pas de divisions 
administratives comparables aux comtés des autres provinces. Le gouvernement de 
l'Ontario a commencé à créer quelques municipalités régionales et municipalités de 
district en 1969, tandis qu’en Colombie-Britannique, les mesures législatives créant 
les 29 nouveaux districts régionaux, en remplacement des 10 anciennes divisions de 
recensement, ont été adoptées en 1968. Ainsi ces nouvelles “divisions de 
recensement” sont prises en compte pour la première fois dans une publication du : 
recensement du Canada. 

Le terme “subdivision de recensement” recouvre aussi diverses appellations 
attribuées aux municipalités, selon leur statut et la province où elles se trouvent. 
Toutes les provinces (et tous les territoires) ont des cités, villes et villages, mais les 
critères de création diffèrent d’une province à l’autre. Dans certaines provinces, on 
trouve couramment des paroisses, boroughs, municipalités rurales, cantons, districts 
d'amélioration, districts municipaux, districts d'amélioration locale, districts 
d’administration locale. Toutefois, le mot “borough” est nouveau dans les bulletins 
du recensement. Le gouvernement ontarien a créé cinq boroughs en 1967, tous dans 
la municipalité du Toronto métropolitain. Dans certaines provinces, la signification 
de “subdivision” est plus restreinte; il s'agit d’un secteur statistique délimité par 
Statistique Canada en consultation avec ces provinces. On trouve ces “subdivisions” 
à Terre-Neuve et en Colombie-Britannique, dans les vastes territoires non 
municipalisés. La Nouvelle-Écosse est un cas spécial parce que les comtés 
renferment des cités, des villes, ou des villages, le reste du territoire constituant une 
municipalité rurale, appelée “district municipal”. Des “subdivisions de recen- 
sement” ont été créées à l’intérieur de ces districts municipaux, ce qui permet de 
maintenir la comparabilité avec les provinces qui ont des municipalités rurales (par 
ex., des cantons) ou dont les régions non municipalisées ont été divisées en 
subdivisions. ‘ 


Chaque province, sauf l’Île-du-Prince-Édouard, la Nouvelle-Écosse et le 
Nouveau-Brunswick, a de vaste étendues de territoire non municipalisé. Dans ces 
cas, un seul chiffre de population est indiqué pour toutes les parties non 
municipalisées à l’intérieur d’une division de recensement donnée si la partie non 
municipalisée n’est pas de nouveau divisée en subdivisions de recensement. Il en est 
de même pour les réserves indiennes, qui n'ont pas le statut de municipalité, 
quoique le chiffre de population soit donné pour toutes les réserves qui se trouvent 
dans une division de recensement, lorsqu'il y a lieu. Le bulletin 1.1—11, “Cantons 
non municipalisés”, contient de plus amples détails géographiques sur les territoires 
non municipalisés.

A variety of statistical tables may be 
purchased on computer “summary” tapes for further computer 
analysis by users. Details of the content, prices, and availability of 
census tabulations in these output media may be obtained from the

Special tabulations 


To the extent that confidentiality constraints permit, Statis- 
tics Canada will produce for users at cost, special tabulations not 
already included in the planned tabulation programme. A standard 
User’s Request Form on which to outline precise tabulation 
requirements and to request time and cost estimates may be 
obtained from the User Inquiry Service of the Census Division of 
Statistics Canada. 


Maps and geographic files 


Large-scale maps may be purchased to show the boundaries 
of enumeration areas (i.e., the territory covered by each Census 
Representative in taking the census), as well as small-scale maps 
of census divisions and other statistical areas. Supporting docu- 
mentation relating to the census geographic files (i.e., place names, 
codes, etc.) are available in tabular form identifying the component 
enumeration areas of administrative and statistical units (e-g., 
towns, villages, municipalities, tracts). Further details, including 
costs to users, may be obtained from the User Inquiry Service of 
the Census Division of Statistics Canada.
